A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 41 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by CABA abstract 
78:64467 for the reasons set forth in the Office Action of Paper No. 7 (7/31/02), pages 2-3, with 
respect to claim 1 (the claim version pending at that time). 

The cited reference expressly discloses Vofasteril, which contains O.^eracetic acid and 
7-10% copper sulfate. Since peracetic acid must be in equilibrium with hydrogen peroxide, all of 
the claim required ingredients are necessarily present. 

Even though the cited reference does not explicitly state that the peracetic acid/hydrogen 
peroxide inhibits the growth of microorganisms in the pesticide suspension of copper sulfate, it is 
the Examiner's position that such effect must necessarily be present because the peracetic acid 
cannot all of sudden shut off its ability to be microbicidal. The effect is present whenever 
peracetic acid is added. Therefore, the claim is anticipated. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
